Mother Dear: x 

Prepare to take breakfast with ms on Saturday morning a week frost 
tomorrow! I expect to reach Houston Saturday mornins the 12th at 7:20 Tie 
the Santa Fe, and to leave at four in the afternoon for Kansas City. 

Now hold your breath! 

We have bought a hill! in acre end a half hill all to ourselves, 
and are planning to huild three houses on It - one for ourselves, a tiny little 
eabln for you, and another one for Jfother Newman. 

The plaee is about ten nilea from Whittier and about five miles from 
the nearest village. Is that far enough away for you! We have litdrally all 
of a hilltop so that aobody ever e&n build elose to us. At present the nearest 
house is half a mils across a daap vallay with so direct road. A good gravel 
road at the hack of our hill leads to a paved boulevard, so transportstion is 
saay. 


There is an abundenee of room for the houses end for all the gardens 
that all of you Rant AND YOU CAN CARDEN TO YCOR HEART'S CONTENT ALL THE YEAR 
ROUND! So prepare for HEAVEN! You ean be by yourself as much as you want 
to and ean be with us as frequently ae you desire. 

There are marvelous views in all direetiona. The hillls higher than 
the surrounding country. Long Beach le about 26 miles away end is easily 
visible. Indeed the mountains of Catalina Island about 45 miles away seem 
near at hand. The snow caps of Old Baldy are to the east and to the north 
another snow peak and range. To the northwest across a deep ravine are high 
hills covered with vegetation. The whole valley ie full of orange aid other 
Orchards. An orange grove - a big one - runs to the foot of the hill. It 
would be difficult to find a place more secluded end yet so accessible by 
good road.

Caught a number of mice though 
and have a small kitten, half as big as your hand, that can catch 
mice already. She is not trying to do much with the garden sinee 
the things have been eaten. Therefore, she doesn’t have so much to do 
She does not come up to the house, and I can’t get enough work for 
her to do. I never was much of a hand to get other people to work. 

We have taken up the tbene of driving up bo meet you, but 
I have vetoed it. The youngsters want to go, but mother doesn't want 
to go and she would be a little afraid to stay here several nights 
alone, and she is afraid to be left alone with the dog. She is efwaid 
he will eat up someone and she couldn't get him off. He is taking 
his job rather seriously, and had to be introduced to the milkman 
twice. Strangers are decidedly unwelcome. He is getting quite 
pugnaciogs. He has accounted for two skunks, with disastrous results. 

We shall have to stop that as the skunks kill mice and small rabbits. 
Last night he was out front chasing a big owl, or rather they were 
having a tilt at each other. It would fly low and scream at him and 
he would chase across after it. To go back to the trip. Aside from 
mother not wanting to go, and not wanting to leave her, there is a lot 
to do around here, and as wo are going up later, why take time and 
trouble to go now? We are having to get new tires anyway, so I can't 
give that as a reason. 

The furniture came from Sunnyside. The books are unpacked 
The piano cannot be shipped from N.]f. until today, as Betty writes 
the engineers have been on a holiday and get back today.

Norma got a lot of maun tain laurel bushes, etc,, fern* and a mountain 
side almost~-of-things so we have had a big time digging this morning 
and setting out things in our yard.

We left Slabside b about noon, drove via Chimney Bock and lake Lure to 
Hendersonville, thence to Brevard, N.C. Mother had to be put up at a 
h°tel as she would not go with us to the Simpson home, where we spent tile 
night, after teaching a Bible lesson to a houseful of folks that had come 
in. We had a big chicken supper with all the trimmings, an d the next 
morning grits and gravy, ham and eggs, hot biscuits, jelly, fresh butter, 
buttered toast, milk, coffee, oatmeal, etc. It was some feed! both for 
supper and breakfast, but Mother would not share it with us. They have 
a big 11-room house on the side of a mountain, about one mile out of 
Brevard and a fine apple orchard, etc., with mountain stream flowing 
by their land, about 200 feet from the house. A lovely spot! We were 
carried away with the beauty of Biltmore Forest, suburb of Aahville. 

If you haven't seen it, do so by all means.
